Though Utah VIA* admitted into the 


Union as a sovereign State by procla- 
mation of the President last Saturday 
it was not until yesterday, when the 
Governor and 
other 
State 
officers 


elected by the people were inducted 
into office, that the State was released 
from the apron strings of the General 
Government. 


In some respects the constitutii-a of 


Utah differs materially from tho?e of 
the older States 
Because polygamy 


•was sanctioned by the laws of the Ter- 
ritory there is <i clause iu the constitu- 
tion forever prohibiting it in the State. 
The constitution also provide1- that 
v. omen may vote upon the same tei IBS a.5 
i:ieu. and the word '-male" doe- not 
uppaariathe tuffrage clause, it al-o 
provides that juries shall consist of 
eight citizens, instead of the traditional 
twelve men, and that iu civil cases 
three-fourths of the eight jurors may 
render a verdict. The State is pro- 
hibited, except m case of insurrection 
from incurring a larger debt than$200,- 
000. Every citizen is guaranteed the 
right to obtain employment and .my 
interference with this right 13 pro- 
hibited under penalty. 
This makes 


the ''blacklisting" of employes by cor- 
porations, firms or individuals a crime.
